THE BOOMERS 8 CONFIDENT. 


CAPT. COUCH BELIEVES THE COMMISSION 
WILL REPORT IN FAVOR OF OPENING UP 
THE OKLAHOMA COUNTRY—A DISSENTING

ALL QUIET FOR THE NIGHT.

devoted to exercise, Between 8 and 9 o'clock 
Dr. Douglas saw his patient composed in his 
chair for the night, but the General did not 
fail asleep until 10:30 o'clock. Soon after 
this Dr. Douglas, in answer to an in- 
quiry,. said that the General had 
complained of some pain during the 
evening, but that it was soon relieved. The 
area of the outer swelling, the doctor judged, 
was less than last Sunday, and his throat in- 
side was no worse. The amount of expectora- 
tion was not materially increased or diminished. 
The doctor saw no reason more than usual to 
apprehend a wakeful night for the General, 
and emphasized his assurance by going to bed 
at ll o’clock. A little while after the lights in 
the cottage were put out except the usual light 
in the General's room. 

Midnigh t.—The cottage is dark and quiet 
except the dim light in the sick-room. The 
General has promise of a quiet night. 


A PEACEFUL SUNDAY ON THE MOUNTAIN. 

Mount MacGrREGOR, N. Y., June 21.—* Gen. 
Grant has slept nine hours since he retired last 
night; he is now being dressed and will be out 
soon, said Dr. Douglas, as he chatted with a 
caller at the Grant cottage between 12 and 1 
o’clock today. The doctor further explained 
that although the General went to bed a little 
after 9 o'clock last night be did not sleep until 
about Il o’clock. From that time through the 
night the patient had slept well, with few 
breaks of wakefulness, and the doctor had not 
been called until 7 o’clock this morning, 
when he cleaned the General's throat 
and applied cocaine to it. At that 
time the General's voice had been 
clearer than at any time since his arrival here. 
When the doctor was called at 7 o'clock the 
patient’s puise was 68, but after he had be- 
come thoroughly aroused by the doctor work- 
ing over him the pulse increased four beats 
per minute. The General remained in his bed- 
room chairs all through the forenoon. It was 
after midday when he got up and it was about 
1 o'clock when he made bis appearance on 
the piazza. He wore the new suit which he 
donned yesterday, and seated himself in 
a willow arm-chair on the north 
veranda of the cottage. When a caller at this 
time asked the physician how the patient 
found himself when he arose he was told that 
the General was decidedly better; that all the 
symptoms were decidedly improved over yes- 
terday. The General's Voice was not so clear 
as when he awoke in the morning, but it was 
quite audible. After listening ten minutes to 
conversation between members of the family 
the General walked into the room used as an 
office, took up a pad of paper, returned to his 
chair, put on his spectacies, and be- 
gan writing. While 80 engaged the 
family was called in to lunch, and 
the doctor, baving first wrapped a blanket 
around the patient’s legs, went up to the hotel 
for his lunch. Gen. Grant was thus left alone 
on the piazza, and he wrote steadily for three- 
quarters ofan hour, until2o’clock. Then be 
handea his pad and manuscript to Harrison, 
who took them inside. Another block of War 
history bad been prepared for insertion at the 
proper place in the General’s memoirs. When 
the little mountain engine pulled its two 
little cars up from Saratoga at 3:20 
p. m. and unioaded a hundred peo- 
blatform of the little 
rustio depot on the top ot the mountain, Gen. 
Grant was sitting upon the cottage stoop. The

Grand Army uniform, stood at the foot of the

The General, though coughing a trifie more 
than yesterday, was having a peaceful Sunday, 
quite different from that which he spent in the 
superheated city a week ago. 


THAT MYSTERIOUS FOOD. 

A plain, strong box addressed “Gen. U. 8. 
Grant, Mount MacGregor, N. Y.,” and in care of 
a special messenger, went East over the limited 
expreés-train on the Michigan Central Road 
Friday afternoon. The circumstances seemed 
to warrant an investigation, and the result of a 
TRIBUNE reporter's efforts as given below will 
be found interesting. 

The hox had on it the card of the firm of Van 
Schaack, Stevenson & Co., wholesale druggists, 
and was sent by I. Giles Lewis, a citizen of Hyde 
Park. Mr. Lewis was seen at his residence last 
night, and consented to tell an interestiag 
story concerning the circumstances attending 
the sending of the mysterious box. 

“The box,” said Mr. Lewis, “contained a 
liquid extract of raw beef but littie known, 
and Gen. Grunt has lived for several months on 
it. The consignment sent Friday was the first 
which has been sent directly to Gen. Grant; 
the preparation previously has been con- 
veyed to him by his friends, and probably 
without the knowledge of the attending 
physicians. I will tell you the whole 
story; but you must do me, the physicians, 
and all concerned justice. Some time in Feb- 
ruary a Mr. Champney of Boston came\here to 
organize a company for the manufacture of a 
liquid food preparation, and some suggestions 
were given him by me which led to the inven- 
tion of a machine for its manufacture. We 
distributed it to poor people free for a time, 
and they finally asked for more than we could 
make. Dr. W. H. Denslow Lewis of Hyde 
Park discovered its existence and prescribed it. 
The preparation is not a patent nostrum, not 
even a medicine, but is simply the vital princi- 
ple of raw beef, and is assimilated into the sys- 
tem within afew moments without the ordinary 
process of digestion.

Besides this my father,Chauncey H. Mellen, was 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Eastern 
District. of Michigan during Grant’s Adminis 
tration, and they were warm friends; so I baa 
a personal interest, as well, in the General's 
welfare. I got no answer to my letter for 
three weeks, and I was disgusted with myseif. 
I thought that because I was a druggist they 
bad confounded me with the patent-medicine 
bumbugs, especially as I read that the family 
were besieged with red clover, kidney cures, 
and evcry imaginable cure for man or beast. 
Then I got a telegram to send one dozen 
dottles 
H. Wales, New York. This puzzled me; but 
I concluded that, as Wales and Wheeler were 
great friends, Wales might be sick and be using 
itupon Wheeler’s recommendation. I wrote 
Wheeler a letter with the shipment, saying 
that I hoped the food was for Gen. Grant, dis- 
closing what its composition was, and referring 
him to reputable physicians who were using it 
with good results. I told him that I honestly 
believed that it was the only thing which would 
sustain his system so that the medicines of the 
physicians might produce their full effect. 

AN EXPLANATION. 

“The following extract of a letter from 
Wheeler will explain why the preparation was 
sent to Wales:

* About this time the press was getting an 
inkling of something mysterious, and report- 
ers applied to me for informaton, but I would 
tell them nothing, as I appreciated the confi- 
dential character of the correspondence, and 
also the peculiar position of the physicians in 
charge of the case. Wales also wrote me that 
I might use the letters if I chose; but I replied 
that it would hardly be delicate under 
the circumstances, as the Grant family 
were clients of the best physicians in 
the land, and the publication of 
anything outside of their bulletins would 
lessen the close relations between them and 
the physicians. I said simply that if the prep- 
aration were efficacious the physicians would 
introduce it to the notice of the medical pro- 
fession. 

„A few days ago Wales wrote me, ordering 
some more of the beet preparation, and inclos- 
ing a voluntary letter from Col. Fred Grant, 
with permission to use as I saw fit. These 
letters I intended to keep as mementos, but the 
press in some way got hold of the matter.” 

Mr. Lewis showed a letter from Col. Fred 
Grant to the Hon, S. H. Wales, dated June 2, 
thanking bim for the ease of the preparation, 
and acknowledging that it had been the Gener- 
al's princips! food for about two months, and 
expressing a desire for more.

New York, June 21.—(|Special.|—The Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher’s sermon today, continu- 
me the evolution series, had for its text the 
third verse of the third chapter of John: 
Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, except a man be born 
again he cannot see the Kingdom of God.“ 
Mr. Beecher said: 

Christ began His ministry where John left 
off his. Repent,” said John, “for the King- 
dom of Heaven is at hand.” Reformation is 
always the precursor ot the higher stages of 
spiritual life, and at that very point Christ 
took up His teaching, saying. Repent, for the 
Kingdom of God is at band.” But this was 
not the end, though it was the beginning. 
When He fell in with a man of a singular pur- 
ity, a pure character, like Nicodemus, a true 
and noble man, a courageous man in 
an antique way, a ruler among the 
Jews, a man far above immorality or 
anything of that kind, to Him he says, Ye 
must be born again.” Hardly another creature 
could have been selected of whom it could be so 
little expected that Christ should say. Even 
such a one as you must be born again.””

Evolution raises doubts whether this first 
man, or any first pair, were immediately formed 
out of the dust and appeared as perfect, and 
suggests that man came under the natural or- 
der of progress from the lower to the higher, 
and hence that the first human  0»beings 
were lower down in the scale; and that 
instead of the race beginning at the top and 
falling down to the bottom, it began at the 
bottom, and has ever since been slowly but 
surely rising.

be saved, and that ali the rest of our poor hu- 
man family were passed by and foreordained 
to 1 —— and endless sufferings in the fires 
of hell. 

It seems evident that if religious faith is to 
be vital—is to be anything more than an indit- 
ferent assent to what neither the reason nor 
the heart can believe—there must be some re- 
statement of the hitherto dark problems of the 
government of God and the destiny of the 
race. Nor does it seem possible for thought- 
ful minds to any longer accept the old views of 
the verbal or equal and plenary inspiration of 
all parts of the Bible. And there seems to be 
a duty laid upon this age—the duty of making 


lighter the burdens of belief, and making 


piainer and more rational the Way of faith. 
This Mr. Beecher is trying to do from the 
standpoint of evolution; and, when Mr. Beecher 
deciares himself an evolutionist, he is careful 
to define his position. He accepts the longer 
time and the progressive order of crea- 
tion; and in this is at one with the 
accepted sciences ot both continents. 
And the Brooklyn divine is just as careful to 
state that be. stands with the theistic or spir- 
itual evolunmonists; that he believes in the 
livmag God, and in the divinity of Christ, and 
the spiritual or working doctrines of religion. 
He in no sense belongs to the monistlo, or 
mechanical, or material school of evolution- 
ists, such as Hiickel; nor does he, in philos- 
ophy, go with Wilbelm Bleck, and Albert 
Lange, and Herbert Spencer in making God 


the absolutely unknowable. 


But notwithstanding all these things Tux 
THIBUNE thinks that Mr. Beecher is spending 
his main strength in sifting out doubts and un- 
cortainties,“ and thinks that the better way 
would be to adopt the naval tactics of Nelson 
and direct all the guns against the big ship. 
of the enemy —thinks it hardly probable that 
auy follower of Mr. Beecher will “‘renew the 
scenes of Pentecost.’’ 

Suppose the teachers of religion had always 
acted on this policy of not recognizing the ex- 
isting doubts of any period, then what would 
dave been the result? The Church would bave 
gone on teaching that the earth is flat and that 
the sun moves around it every twenty-four 


hours., and that the world was made in six days, 


and science would bave gone on teaching that 
both statements were false. The advice ot 
Tun TRIBUNE would have been just as applica- 
ble in the days of Galileo or in the debates 
about the age of the earth fifty years ago as it 
is now about the doctrines of evolution: and 
would it not bave then been, and is it not now, 
the argument of the Catholic Church? ou 


must accept what has been taught as final. But 


that is not the genius of Protestantism, nor is 
it the animus of our thoughtful age. 

It is well enough to aim ell the guns at the 
enemy's big ship’; but in Nelson's batties 
there was no uncertainty as to who the enemy 
was—his “big ship carried a flag. But in 
the batties ot the Church, and the policy of 
accepting past statements as final, after *aim- 
ing all the guns at the enemy's big ship it bas 
several times been found out that the “big 
ship was not manned by enemies but by 
friends who had found a larger truth. It was 
80 in the batties against the Copernican. astron- 
omy and the new doctrine of geology. And 
may it not be that the newer teachings of evo- 
luuon may have some great truths that will 
strengthen and enlarge the faith of mankind? 
Or must it be supposed that the perfect and 
the best have been reached? 

Mr. Beecher has never failed to “aim all the 
guns at the enemy's big ship in the debates 
and battles for liberty and the Union, or upon 
any great moral question; and if the scenes of 
Pentecost should not be immediately renewed 
by his present sermons we must all admit that 
the cause of religion must, in the iong run, be 
belped by the progress oftruth. if Mr. Beech- 
er isin error, the truth will then sooner be 
known by his having sought to apply to relig- 
ion what is now the working hypothesis of sci- 
And it ig hardly fair to represent this 
divine as ** making trifies of terrors, and dis- 
missing entirely the unknown fear.“ There 
bas appeared nothing in these sermons, so far, 
to justify such a charge. 

But what seems even stranger than all else is 
Tue Trrsune’s low editorial estimate of the 
value of science as an aid to reveaied religion. 
And the average churchmember wilt hardly 
feel complimented that he is rated so iow in 
the scale of intelligence. Philosophieal per- 
sons may reason away three-fourths of their 
creeds and still hold fast to what is left, but the 
common people are not equal to such intellect- 
vai gymnastics—they must either believe or 
disbelieve.’’ There is the old Roman Catholic 
doctrine again—keep the people in ignorance. 
What you teach may not be true, and you may 
know it is not true; but the “common masses 
must believe or disbelieve ’’; they cannot dis- 
criminate between the true and the false: 
hence, don’t let any new questions arise, but

A WORTHLESS LIGHTNING-ROD. 

A remarkable assertion is made in regard to 
the R ot the Wasbington Monu- 
men 
gal vanometer discover a resistance of two 
obms. This indicates clearly a very imperfect 
ground connection, and shows that the present 


apparatus cannot perform the work expected 


of it. A resistance of two ohms might be 
looked for on a well insulated wire ten miles 
long. Thus the lightning-rod, which is but 
575 feet in length, is in its present 
condiion the same as if it made a con- 
nection with the ground ten mies 
away from the monument. The inability 
to discharge a heavy stroke of lightning into 
the ground instantly is obvious under the cir- 
cumstances, and offers an explanation of why 
a stone near the rod was recently shattered. 
The only wonder is that more damage nas not 
been done, The aluminum tip is reported to 
be all blackened and battered with lightning 
already. The placing of a lumpof metal on 
top of a slender rod is said to be a mistake and 
another element of danger. It takes such a 
charge of electricity that the rud connection 
below is not sufficient to carry all away, and 
there must consequentiy be more or less dis- 
charge in other directions. 


THE HAYTIAN CLAIMS COMMISSION. 

As stated in yesterday's dispatches, the Hay- 
tian Claims Commission closed its iabors by 
the filing of the final awards in the two cases 
of Pelletier and Lazere. In both cases the 
awards were in favor of the claimants against 
the Republic of Hayti. The commission, 
which was agreed upon by the two Govern- 
ments to settic these two claims, was organized 
last November, with Judge William Strong, 
ex-Justice of the Supreme Court, as 
arbitrator, The cases were very thoroughly 
examined, a large amount of testimony was 
taken, and elaborate arguments were made. 


Judge Strong gave to the matter his entire at- 


tention, He took the two cases under advise- 
ment about a month ago. The claim of Anto- 
nio Pelletier has been pending in the State De- 
partment for more than twenty years and bas 
been once or twice before committees of Con- 
gress. The claimant died only a few days ago. 
The claim was originally for $2,466,480 for al- 
leged wrongful imprisonment and for the seiz- 
ure and confiscawon of his vessel and its 
cargo by the SHaytian authorities. The 
pretext for the seizure was the suspicion 
that the vessel was a slaverand the evidence 
showed reasonable foundation for the sus- 
picion.

BERLIN, June 21.—IVia Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to the Tribune. I— Extreme dullness on ex- 
change continues, quotations hardly showing 
any variation. The bourse bas not vigor to 
pursue a tendency, and speculation abstains 
from any considerable operations: The new 
tax on exchange business becoming effective 
October 1 will, it ie feared, influence 
most unfavorably business, Speculators are 
therefore refraining from greater engare- 


ments. Besides, the uncertainty of the for- 


mation of the new English Cabinet keeps back 
speculation. The number of dispatches re- 
ceived at and sent from the exchange daily 
now amounts to only half the num- 
ber in former dull times. This gives 
a measure of the present unusual 
dullness, which will probably continue 
if greater events do not arise and forcibly pro- 
duce a movement.

MISSOURI'S SECOND CITY. 


THE KANSAS CITY CLERGYMAN WHO HAS

Kansas City, Mo., June 20.— [Special. 

Mr. E. H. Allen, President, and Mr. W. H. 
Miller, Secretary of the Kansas City Board of 
Trade, who testified before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Inter-State Commerce injst.

cherries, 64; grapes, 51; raspberries, 84; 
strawberrics, 93; biackberries, 41. 

Littie of unusual interest has occurred in so- 
ciety this week, and if it had not been for the 
races there would have been almost nothing 
but recoliection and anticipation to occupy the 
thoughts of that portion of society which de- 
mands amusement and entertainment for its 
everyday bread.

This the committee 
believes can be done under a recently enacted 
State law. The plan of organizing as a city of 
the second class was not agreed to, because it 
was feared by some of the members that there 
may be an amendment to the general law 
which would throw all delinquent taxes into 
the hands of the County Treasurer. There 
were present at the meeting Messers.

Tichenor, Gardiner Lathrop, James Gibson, J. 
Brumback, C. L. Dobson, and City Counselor 
Scarritt. 

The church troubles at St. Mary’s Episcopal 
parish still continue and the end is yet in the 
far distance. Bishop Robertson of St. Louis, 
after looking into the caseaday or two, has ad- 
Greased the Rev. H. D. Jardine the following 
letter, which he gives to the press today: 

Dear Mr. Jardine: I have been, of course, aware 
of the very painful circumstances with which you 
have recently been confrontedin your parish. I 
do not propose to speak at length of them. It is 
not my desire ever to interfere needlesly in the 
affairs of St. Mary’s. When you requested the ap- 
pointment of a commission of investigation into 
complaints made 1 appointed it, with the 
that in due time it reported 
to me that it found no ground for present- 
ment. Since then on other grounds you 
have tendered to your vestry your resignation and 
they have, 1 understand, deciined to accede to it. 
This being the situation now, with knowiedge of 
the circumstances, my deliberate judgment is that 
for all the interests involved you had best persist 
in your resignation. 1 do not in this suggest any 
compulsion. I only, as having had ho part in these 
distressing questions, as having no desire except 
to further the interests of the church of God, as 
being your Bishop, and therefore one to whom you 
should in a nearer und more sacred relation give 
heed, give you my godly judgment that it would 
be best for you to make effectual what you have 
already proposed, and persist in the resignation of 
the rectorship which you have already offered. I 
think that this should be done at once. I am very 
faithfully yours in Christ, C. F. ROBERTSON, 

Bishop ot Missouri.

THE MOUND-BUILDERS. 


THE COMING YEAR'S WORK IN THE WAY OF 
INVESTIGATION MAPPED OUT BY THE NA- 
TIONAL BUREAU OF ETHNOLOGY—MOUNDS 
IN DIFFERENT PARTS OF THE COUNTRY TO 
BE EXAMINED, 

WASUuINxGTON, D. C., June 21.—The coming 
fiscal year’s work for the Bureau of Erbnology 
has been mapped out by Maj. Powell, and the 
plans have received the formal approval of 
Prof. Baird, Dr. Cyrus Thomas, in charge of the 
division of mound exploration, will take the 
field with two or three assistants soon after 
the beginning of the fiscal year, coiling first to 
Wisconsin to examine and study the effigy 
mounds of that locality and later in the sea- 
son to Mississippi and Tennessee. 

The division has been in operation about 
three years under the charge of Dr. 
Thomas, and has secured about fiftecn 
thousand specimens of the handiwork of 
the mound-builders, the study of which has 
solved many arche@ologic puzzles. A famous 
elephant“ mound.which has long been a 
bone of contention among ethnoiogists, and 
which, inthe opinion of some, proved that 
the mound-builders were co-existent with 
the elephant upon this continent, ap- 
pears by the latest survey to have 
no trunk at all. Earlier surveys, oompored 
with each other, show the trunk in widely dif- 
ferent positions, which leads to the inference 
that, if the appendage was not entirely imag- 
inary, it Was nothing more than sand piled up 
and shifted about by the winds. Without the 
trunk the mound bore as much resemblance 
to a fox as to an elephant. Mr. Mindeleff, the 
artist, has already started out to revisit New 
Mexico, Utah, and Arizona. Last sea- 
son he went into Chaco Cafion, New 
Mexico, and surveyed several remarkable 
ruined pueblos of groat antiquity; but, being 
under orders to return in time to complete his 
modeis for exhibition at New Orleans, he did 
not make the exhaustive study of the ruins 
which their extent and character warranted. 

Col. Garrick Malery and Mr. W. J. Hoffman 
wili continue the study of sign language and 
picture-writing; but, as an ample store of ma- 
terial is in hand, little or no field work will be 
undertaken this year. 

Mr. H. W. Henshaw and assistants continue 
their work in relation to the languages of 
North American Indians, baving in view the 
classification of the tribes. The material in 
hand is sufficient to obviate the necessity of 
much further work this season. 

Mr. W. H. Holmes, an artist and geologist of 
the Geological Survey, bas during the iast 
three years made an exbaustive study of the 
decorative art of the native American races, 
contributing the results to the publications of 
the Bureau of Ethnology. He will during the 
present season make a short visit to Arizona 
to pursue the study further. 

All the scientists of the bureau are inspired 
to activity at thie time by the knowledge of the 


fact that this country affords the best oppor- 


tunity the world bas ever known to study the 
beginnings of those things which constitute 
bumwan progress—an opportunity which by the 
encroachments of civilization is rapidly pass- 


ing away.

Two women charged with murder, whose cases 

are now before the Philadelphia courts, are at- 

tracting wide interest, and, in one case, general 
sympathy. The first is Annie Cutler, a young 
girl who was betrayed and robbed by her lover 

a year ago, and afterward deserted. She came 

to this city eight months ago to be married, 

but was put off by her lover on the piea of 
poverty. She immediately sought and obtained 

a situation, lived on $2 or $3 a week, 

and gave the rest to Clark, her lover. 

to save for the time when they 
should be married and go to housekeeping. She 
was industrious and led a virtuous and happy 
life uniil about a month ago she was told that 
her lover was engaged to be married to some 
one else. Clark denied the report, and Annie 
belheving bim implicitly gave him more money 
that she had saved. A week later she found 
that he bad been married three weeks before, 
and that the money sbe had saved had been 
spent in furnishing a house for the new wife. 
She waited on the street for her lover 
the night she made the discovery, and 
as he was about to enter his own door he was 
shot dead by the woman whom he had de- 
trayed and robbed. The bullet pierced his 
heart and he never spoke after the shot was 
fired. The murderess, who is only 23 years 
old, was taken away in bysterics. Her trial 
bas just ended. She pleaded guilty to murder 
in the first degree and tbrew herself on the 
mercy of the court. Since then petitions have 
beeu sent to the Governor asking for her par- 
don. Sbe bore an irreproachable char- 
acter; many excellent witnesses 
bave testified in her behalf, and 
the odds are in herfavor. The other murder 
case is that of Amanda Cross, who was dis- 
charged today from the Pennsylvania Hospital, 
and locked up. She was for four years the 
wistress of James Kane, a liquor-dealer, who 
was so jealous of her that he murdered bis 
only brother because Amanda once showed a 
preference for bim. Amanda afterward shot 
another woman of whom she was jealous, but 
not fatally. James Kane was convicted last 
month; and will be banged in July for 
the crime of which she was the 
cause. During the trial she met a 


James White, a well-to-do mechanic, and the 


day of Kane's conviction went to live with 
him. In less than three weeks Amanda’s con- 
duct aroused White's jealousy to the murder 
point and be shot her as she lay in bed. Her 
wounds proved to be trivial, and the woman 
and her lover are now in prison. Amanda 
Cross 18 29 years oid and very beautiful. If she 
lived in Paris her career and her influence over 
men would long ago bave given her au inter- 
national reputation. ;

INFORMATION WANTED BY THE COMPANY

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 21.—|Special.]—Another 
startling development in the Maxwell-Preller 
case was made public today. James F. Brady, 
a representative of Cook’s tourist agency of 
London, England, in this city, received a long 
letter from the agency to use every effort to 
learn whether it was a truth and a fact that ©. 
Arthur Prelier bad been murdered as reported 
and his body been placed in a trunk. The 
document went on to say that Mr. Prel- 
ler, before leaving England, bad insured 
his life in Cook’s agency for a heavy 
sum, approximating $20,000. The com- 
pany bad first observed the indifference of 
nis relatives regarding the disposition of the 
remains, and this caused suspicions. Since the 
announcement of Preiler’s death, the letter 
stated, bis relatives had been bringing every- 
thing to bear on the company to pay the in- 
surance money. The manager of the agency 
believed that it was best to wait awhile, es- 
pecially after having read the accounts pub- 
lished in the London papers concerning the at. 
tempt of Maxwell to buy a body in Boston. 
Mr. Cook asked Mr. Brady to write him full 
particulars of the case and forward what 
legal evidence there was regarding the 
man’s death. The agency insured Mr. 
Preller on his former trip. and also insured 
him once when he went on the Continent. They 
have refused to pay over the insurance money 
until every doubt regarding Preiler’s death is 
removed. The smile of Maxwell when arrested 
and his statement that all would be explained 
at the right time, are treasured up by the la- 
surance companies as strenthening the theory 
that the body in the trunk was not Preller's.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The prices of stocks rose last week, and 
there was at times considerable buoyancy in 
the market. Anybody who stops to remem- 
ber how prices are made in Wall street will 
not regard the advance as having any signifi- 

cance with respect to the general business 
3 There are unquestionably among 
the leaders of the stock market some of the 
shrewdest men in the country, but there is 
no market in the world in which ignorance 
and empiricism have more to do with the 
making of prices. The hundred-share oper- 
ator in the country-town who knows nothing 
of the stock in which he deals has his influ- 
ence in establishing the value of the stock, 
and the aggregate influence of these people 
all over the country is at times very great. 
Of what use are prices made in that way as a 
guide to anybody who is studying the course 
of business. Eveh for the small minority 
of operators who are familiar with the prop- 
erties and have all the ‘information on the 
sibject that anybody has, it is difficult to 
make a correct estimate of values. It is 
doubtful if any two of the gentlemen who 
are sustaining New York Central could come 
within twenty points of each other in an esti- 
mate of the value of that stock, taking United 
States 4s as a standard. Add to all these un- 
certainties the manipulation of the street, and 
the fluctuations there will be seen to form no 
basis for an intelligent opinion of the state of 
affairs. Yet every time there is a little un- 
usual strength in the list plenty of people are 
ready to believe that it is the precursor of 
better business. An important advance be- 
gan about a year ago, and the bears were 
given a lively dance, but after the movement 
culminat:d the market got into a drooping, 
sickly condition, and has been there substan- 
tially ever since. All will agree now that 
that advance did not foreshadow activity in 
commercial affairs. 

Yet business is steadily getting into better 
shape. It is not to be expected that transac- 
tions will increase at this time of the year; 
and yet when allowance is made for the 
small amount of speculation the bank clear- 
ings seem to show that they are increasing, 
or at least holding their own. When we 
look to the centres of trade in the leading 
commodities, we see no evidence of any imme- 
diate advance in prices. It is known at Pitts- 
burg that some large lots of iron are wanted 
for railroad and bridge building, but the in- 
tending buyers are not willing to pay present 
prices, and only small lots are therefore 
changing hands. In the coal market there 
seems to be each week more and more de- 
moralization in spite of the bold front of the 
coal barons and the stock-jobbers who are 
holding up Lackawanna. As for textile fab- 
ries, auction sales are still an important feat- 
ure, and they are always an evidence of an 
oversupply. There were some sales of that 
sort last week, which were tolerably 
successful, and more are coming. The mills 
are still obliged to restrict their outputs 
but an agreement among them is apparently 
about as easily broken as among the rail- 
roads. It was voted by the Fall River man- 
ufacturers of print cloths April 15 that there 
should be a stoppage by each of the mills 
equivalent to one month between that time 
and July 1, but the stock is now found to be 
larger than it was at that time, and a move- 
ment is to be made to secure a curtailment 
during July and August. The efforts of 
certain manufacturers of various sorts of 
goods to get a little shaving ot profit by 
operating their works while their neighbor’s 
mill is idle have effectually prevented the 
curtailment of the supply. 

The course of the disputes between labor 
and capital has confirmed the view that there 
would not be any serious outbreak of the 
laboring class this summer. The controversy 
betweeu the tronworkers and their employers 
seems in the way to a satisfactory settlement. 
There is still a good deal of discontent among 
the employés of the railroads, notably the 
Wabash. One thing that has hitherto pre- 
vented strikes is the fact that the laborers 
are so near destitution that they cannot afford 
to let go the little they are now earning on 
the small chance of slightly improving their 
condition after a prolonged struggle. 


SOUTHERN BARBARISM., 

The methods of Southern barbarism do not 
relent with the incoming of a Democratic 
Administration and the extension of Demo- 
cratic power in the Southern States: on the 
other hand, new forms of cruelty seem to be 
invented for wreaking the hatred of the peo- 
ple of that section on colored people or 
white people who sympathize with them. 
The colored convict has always been the 
special mark of Southern barbarity, but the 
details of the treatment of those now at work 
upon the Savannah Valley Railroad in South 
Carolina show a fiendishness of treatment 
which eclipses in brutality the worst cruel- 
ties of the old slave days. Out of the small 
gang employed upon this road nine have al- 
ready died from the cruelties practiced by 
the contractors who have hired them, and 
seven disabled ones have been placed in the 
hospital, Upon one occasion recently, while 
a squad of eight was returning from work to 
the convict camp, one escaped in the dark- 
ness, whereupon the other seven were bound 
to posts with wires and lashed so unmerci- 
fully that one of them died from the effects 
of the punishment. Upon another occasion 
a convict who had seen his comrade trying 
to file off his shackles and did not inform on 
him was so horribly beaten that he has not 
been able to work since. 

Such is the punishment meted out to the un- 
fortunate convicts who have no means of de- 

fending themselves, and who are left as com-

self, backed up by the mob, followed the 
gentleman, fell upon him from behind, 
knocked him down, and savagely kicked and 
pounded him. The utmost this gentleman 
had done was to speak a kind word for a col- 
ored minister who was deprived of his right, 
guaranteed by the railroad company itself! 

The despair of the situation appears to be 
that there is no one in the South with manli- 
ness enough to denounce such outrages. The 
horrors of convict torture were shown by 
investigation years ago, especially in Georgia 
and Alabama; yet they continue, and such 
outrages as that which happened on the 
railroad train are of frequent occurrence. 
We do not charge that there is any political 
significance in these cruelties. They are 
simply outbreaks of low, cowardly brutality 
which should make the blood boil, whether 
it is Republican or Democratic. 


KEILEY STILL IN TROUBLE. 
The original appointment of Ultramontane 
Kelley as Minister to Italy proved so scandal- 
ously improper that the President was forced 
to change it after Keiley had engaged his 


steamer passage, The appointment was re- 


voked as he was leaving, and the offensive 
ultramontane was transferred to the court 
of Austria. It is doubtful whether this at- 
tempt to make the best of a bad matter will 
be successful in any degree, and it is already 
announced in a cable dispatch in a semi-offi- 
cial manner that the Austrian Government 
will decline to grant Keiley an exequatur, or, 
in other words, will refuse to issue the docu- 
ment giving him authority to exercisefh Aus- 
tria the functions of a Minister from the 
United States. The people of this country 
will of course be interested in knowing the 
reasons for this action. 

It has been stated that the Austrian Gov- 
ernment felt insulted that the United States 
should send to its court a man confessedly 
unfit to go to Italy; and, further, that Mr. 
Keiley could not be received at court because 
his wife was a Jewess. It is not probable, 
however, that the Austrian Government 
would make the latter reason the cause for a 
difference with the United States. The race 
prejudice which might affect her social recog- 
nition in Vienna would not apply to the of- 
ficial and diplomatic relations of her husband. 
No doubt the real reason for the probable ac- 
tion of the Austrian Government is found in 
the fact that a son of Victor Emmanuel now 
represents Italy at Vienna. It will be re- 
membered that in the course of Keiley’s 
ultramontane harangues in this country some 
years ago he stigmatized what he styled the 
personal turpitude of Victor Emmanuel.“ 
As a natural son” of Victor Emmanuel is now 
a member of the diplomatic corps at Vienna 
it could hardly be expected that Mr. Keiley’s 
entrance into that select circle would arouse 
cordial and friendly feelings. Under the 
circumstances the Austrian Government 
would be fully justified in refusing to receive 
Keiley. 

The people of the United States will not 
be sorry to see Mr. Keiley’s face again turned 
toward home. His views in regard to the 
divine right of the Pope to rule Rome in op- 
position to the will of the people unfit him to 
be received at that court, and his scandalous 
assaults on Victor Emmanuel make it impos- 
sible under the present circumstances for the 
diplomatic corps at Vienna to give him a 
cordial welcome. But for other and stronger 
reasons it must be conceded that Keiley is 
unfit to represent this country in any foreign 
court. He is a believer in the Jeff Davis 
doctrine of secession, and since his appoint- 
ment by Cleveland declared in a public sp><ch 
in Richmond that in his opinion the Govern- 
ment of the United States as it exists today 
is founded on “a gross and bloody usurpa- 
tion of the North over the [white] people 
of the South.” Holding such disunion doc- 
trines as this, Kelley is nothing but a disloyal 
citizen, and is unfit to represent the United 
States at any time or place. 


SMALL PARTISAN BUSINESS. 

The Postmaster-General is at last in a 
place where he can sympathize with the Com- 
missioner of Pensions. He has encountered 
a Miss Sweet in the person of Miss Sarah L. 
Christie, the popular Postmistress at Nyack, 
N. T. He suspended her at the instance of 
hungry Democrats, alleging that he had 
** knowledge of a fraud in the office while 
she was Assistant Postmaster.” When Miss 
Christie, however, got the knowledge of her 
suspension through the newspapers, which 
brought her the first intelligence, she sat 
down and took pen in hand to inform 
his honor that she did not consider herself 
suspended, and said to him bluntly: ‘“ I am 
not cognizant of any fraud having been per- 
petrated in this office while I have been con- 
nected with it in any capacity, and I am ata 
loss to know by whom such a charge could 
have been preferred,” She also asked that 
the charges be made specific, and that she 
have an opportunity to answer her accus- 
ers and demonstrate to the Government that 
she is entirely innocent.” The people of 
Nyack, with the exception of the mean little 
clique who are trying to get the office away 
from her, have gallantly sided with the lady, 
and indignantly repel the accusation of frand 
which has been made, and which appears all 
the meaner because it is made in the form of 
an insinuation. 

To show the full length and breadth of 
this proscription it is necessary to go back a 
little. In 1865, when Miss Christie’s father 
was Postmaster and she was his assistant, 
some of the. people of Nyack induced the 
Government to give them a second mail. 
One Mr. Coddington took the contract at $200 
a year, the Postmaster paymg the deficiency 
in the cost of the route. Mr. Blauvelt, a 
prominent citizen of Nyack, who has investi- 
gated the charge, says: He [Mr. Christie} 
often told me the fact, desiring me to assist 
him in bearing the balance of the expense. 
The service was scrupulously performed and 
nothing ever heard of it except expressions 
of gratitude from the people to Mr. Christie 
while he was living.” A few weeks ago 
Miss Christie’s brother, who was adminis- 
trator of the estate, was drawn upon by the 
Government for $2,700, claimed to be due 
from the father on the above contract. The 
draft was returned unpaid, with ‘the state- 
ment that the administrator was not aware of 


any such indebtedness—that the estate had 


been settled and he had been discharged by 
the Surrogate. Upon receiving this intelli- 
gence the promptly sus- 
pended the daughter!

DAMAGES FOR DEADHEAD PAS 
SENGERS. 

A peculiar case in regard to the liability of 
a railway company for damages was decided 
recently by the Supreme Court of Texas. The 
plaintiff was a member of a Coroner's jury, 
and it was while acting in that capacity that 
he received the injury on which the suit 
was brought. A man had been killed on the 
track of the railroad, and by invitation of the 
company the jurors went to the spot on a 
handcar, which was furnished them without 
charge. In the course of this trip the plaint- 
iff received the injury for which he sought to 
recover damages. The railroad company 
contended that the plaintiff was nota pas- 
senger in the ordinary sense, since he paid 
no fare and was ridmg,on a car on which the 
transportation of passengers was forbidden 
by ageneral rule. The plaintiff asserted that 
at the time of the accident he was engaged in 
the performance of a public duty as a juror 
and was invited by the company’s officers to 
ride on the handear to the place where the 
inquest was to be held, and was therefore 
lawfully on that particular car. The Su- 
preme Court held with the plaintiff and 
against the company. 

As to the claim that the payment of fare 
was necessary to create the relation of carrier 
and passenger the court said: 


A railroad company receiving passengers 
upon its cars cannot, througb indifference to 
their safety, allow them to be injured in life or 
limb without accounting in damages, though 
they may have paid no passage money. It is 
enough that the passenger is lawfully upon the 
car of the company at tne time be is injured, 
Whether he is lawfully or uniawfully upon the 
car does not depend upon his having paid fare 
for his transportation. One may pay fare and 
yet be unlawfully upon the train, 4s m case of 
a passenger upon a freight-train when the rules 
of the company positively forbid the carrying 
of passengers upon such trains. On the other 
hand, one may be lawfully upon the cars with- 
out paying fare when he is there by invitation 
or permission of the officers having authority 
to allow him to ride free of charge. | 

Perhaps one reason for this ruling is in the 
fact that the free transportation was not fur- 
nished the plaintiff as a personal matter but 
solely because he was engaged in the per- 
formance of a public duty. The company 
was interested in the result of the inquest, 
and for the purpose of placing all the facts 
before the jurors it offered to take them to 
the scene of the previous accident free of 
cost. Obviously this was a different case 
from that of a passenger riding on a pass 
which in express terms limits the liability of 
the company. 

As to the power of the officers of the com- 
pany to vary the rules the court said: 

If by the rules of the com ngers are 
expressly forbidden to be carried upon a par- 
ticular train the presumption is that any one 
claiming to be a passenger upon such a train 
is an intruder and without lawful right to be 
there. This presumption may be rebutted by 
showing that, while rules forbid the trans- 
portation of passengers upon these trains, yet, 
with the knowledge of the company and with- 
out objection on its part, they are habitually 
permitted to take passage upon such trains. 


Ordinarily a pass over a railroad is granted 
only on certain conditions, and it is reason- 
able that the companies should limit their 
liability in the case of passengers who pay no 
fare. The passenger certainly has the choice 
open whether to travel on a pass or a ticket. 
If he desires to hold the company to the 
strictest liability he can easily do so by refus- 
ing the pass and buying a ticket. But when 
as a matter of choice he assents to the limita- 
tion of liability in consideration of a free ride 
he ought to be bound by the stipulation 
except in cases of gross negligence. Of 
course where there is culpable carelesness it 
would be contrary to public policy to permit 
the carrier to avoid liability, and in that event 
there should be full responsibility for injury 
or death regardless of stipulations. In the 
Texas case the plaintiff did not agree to release 
the liability of the company, and, besides, he 
was engaged in public duty and could hardly 
have done otherwise than accept the trans- 
portation offered. ‘The ruling of the court 
was eminently just. 


RestIGNations of Ministries seem to be 
in fashion this season. The Ferry Ministry 
in France went out in March, having been 
defeated on the motion for the Tonquin war 
credit. The Gladstone Ministry went out 
the 8th of June, having been defeated on the 
budget taxes. A week later the Depretis 
Ministry in Italy fell foul of the budget and 
had to resign, And now comes the Spanish 
Ministry and resigns because Alfonso, like 
Humbert, insists upon visiting the cholera 
infected districts of Spain. It is a singular 
coincidence that the resignations in France, 
England, and Italy grew out of the same 
general principle—namely: the appropriation 
of money growing out of military operations 
abroad. ‘The French Ministry succumbed to 
Tonquin, the English to the Soudan, the 
Italian to Egypt, while the Spanish was top- 
pled down by the cholera.

PRINCE FREDERICK CHARLES. 

Says a Berlin dispatch: The news of the 
death of the two Fieid Marsnals, Prince Freder- 
ick Charles of Prussia and Gen. von Manteuf- 
fel, has been received bere, as everywhere in 
Germany, with the deepest sorrow. The Ger- 
mans cherish deeply the memory of all those 
who helped to bring about German unity, even if 


— conditions for their popularity do not ex- 


The Prince was eminently one of these 
personalities. His military success in the wars 
of 1864, 1866, ana 1870 secures him lasting 
fame. Since then the people have seen and 
heard but littie of him. When not occupied 
with his military duties he lived a retired life 
devoted to hunting and the association of a few 
chosen friends at Schloss Dreitinder. A result 
of this withdrawal from publicity was the 

ing up of innumerable legends 
ut the Princes life. The most curi- 
ous stories were told of the marita) discords 
said to dave existed in the family of the 
Prince. He was called a misanthrope, and an 
unrestrained appetite for war was ascribed to 
him, In general -he was described as a 
sort of a Lanzknecht of the time of the Thirty- 
Years’ War. Yet the Red Prince was an alto- 
gether different man. The troubles of his 
marital life were the results of widely-diverg- 
ing personal inclinations and dispositions 
which could not be harmonized. In addi- 
tion to this, the Princess was afflicted 
with deafness. The Prince kept away 
from court, mot because he was a 
misauthrope, but because he could not bear the 
restraints of court etiquet. He had surround 
ed himself, however, with a circle of friend 
consistmg of scholars and highly-educa 
officers, whose company be enjoyed. Five 
members of this circie, to which among otbers 
the illustrious Egyptologist, Dr. Brugsch, be- 
longed, speak in the highest terms of the per- 
sonal qualities of the Prince, of his great gifts, 
and of his modestyand humanity. The corre- 
spondent, who Gad the honor to meet the 
Prince twice, can most sincerely join in that 
opinion from personal conviction. He was sur- 
prised to find the Prince so well educated and 
egy of such extensive knowledge, which in 
is case was not based upon any special 
preparation. The Prince did not drink more 
than an ordinary healthy man usually drinks. 
Of the one bottie of champagne which he drank 
Caily legend had made half a dozen. During 
the last years of his life he drank nothing but 
Mosel and soda water. From his father, who 
died two years ago, he had inherited a large 
fortune. Prior to that time he had to live very 
economically. He leaves, besides his castles, 
nearly $3,000,000, which go chiefly to his son, 
who is now 20 years old. | 
GEN. VON MANTROFFEL. 

In a manner altogether different from that of 
‘the Prince, Von Manteuffel courted popularity. 
He was vain, and his vanity crop out in the 
many speeches he made. He knew that he 
could talk well, and for that reason he talked a 
good deal. But it must be conceded that he 
had oratorical ability. He had a love of :itera- 
ture. Onee he told the correspondent, who 
congratulated him on a well-composed docu- 
ment: “If 1 did not happen to be a soldier I 
would like to be a journalist.“ He was united 
with the Emperor by the ties of & most 
intimate friendship. His ambition being so 
well known, be was for some time pointed out 
as the probable successor of Prince Bismarck. 
For this reason a sort of intimate hostiiity ex- 
isted for a number of years between the great 
Chancellor and his military rival, which cul- 
minated some years ago in the pian of Prince 
Bismarck to induce the Crown Prince to de- 
come the Governor-General in Strasburg. 
The Crown Prince entered with heart 
and soul into the plan, which was, 
however, defeated through the opposition 
of the Emperor, who declared that, at 
his age, he could not get along witbout the 
assistance of his son. The real ground of this 
opposition was, no doubt, his desire to pro- 
tect his General. 

In the administration of Alsace, Gen. Mau- 
teutfei committed many blunders—biunders of 
tue heart, soto speak. He desired to take the 
hearts of the Alsatians by storm by yielding to 
all their wishes. He did thousands of 
good deeds and patronized science and 
art in the most liberal manner. But the Prus- 
sian officials lived to see all their efforts frus- 
trated and the crow lands had to be “ disci- 
plined in semi-milit fashion. The guitra- 
montanes carried their heads high, @isdaining 
reconciliation. Manteuffelreeped nothing but 
disappointment, and finally died, a man tired 
of life. 

Prince Albrich of Prussia, who is at present 
commanding General in Hanover, is spoken of 
as his successor in Alsace. The Prince isa 
fine representative German and very rich. 

THE LABOR RIOTS AT BRUNN. 

The general discontent which has for the last 
nine years prevailed among the people of Aus- 
tria has broken ovt in an explosion. The 
nation, even economically ruled, could no long- 
er stand the test to which it has been subjected 
by the present Government.

AGE—THE CERBALS GAINING. | 
VINCENNES, Ind., June 21.—-|Special. |—While 

locusts baye appeared in this section by the 

million, yet the presence of the seventeen-year 
pest does not cause nearly the anxiety as has 
the arrival of a detestable small green worm, 
which appears in myriads, and is stripping the 
oak timber of its foliage. Many large oak- 
trees are entirely denuded, Limbs of trees 
which. a few days since were thickly covered 
with green leaves are now as bare as they were 
in midwinter. Intelligent farmers think these 
pests wili kill a large amount of oak timber.

In Law- 
rence County, Llinois, west of here, there will 
be a fair yield of wheat and plenty of 
corn. In Richland County, Illinois, har a

Gibson and Pike Counties, Indiana, south of 
here, a very encouraging crop of wheat and an 
abundance of corn. In Daviess County, Indi- 
ana, east of this city, the wheat and corn 
promise well. Some of the Indiaua and In- 
nois counties north of here do not reporta 
very encouraging outlook. There is no need, 
however, of the growls and complaints that go 
up from some of the agricultural districts,

FOOLISH MR. SCHMITZ. 


HE EXHIBITS A BIG ROLL OF BILLS AND 18 
SUBSEQUENTLY RELIEVED OF $1,350. 

Early Sunday morning ex-Aild. Michael 
Schmitz, who keeps. a meat-market at No. 500

TROUBLE IN THE PANHANDLE. 


THE DRIVING OF SOUTHERN TEXAS CATTLE 
THROUGH KANSAS LIKELY TO CAUSE 
GRAVE COMPLICATIONS—BLOODSHED POS- 
SIBLE. 

St. Louts, Mo., June 21.—Advices from 
Northern Texas are to the effect that serious 
trouble is looked for in the Panhandle over 
the driving of Southern Texas cattle through 
Kansas. Thousands of cattie are going up 
the Fort Worth & Denver Railroad to be 
unloaded at Harrold and then driven 
through. It is claimed these cattle 


are diseased and if allowed to go on will 
spread the Texas fever along the line they 
travel. The Kansas men are determined to re- 
sist with all means in their power 
any effort to drive Southern Texas cat- 
tle through the neutral strip or No Man's 
Land,“ as it ie alles It is said that the 
promise of Secretary Lamar has been obtained 
to interpose the strong arm of the Government 
to prevent it, and that a United States Mar- 
shal, with a strong posse armed with 
Government authority, will by Monday 
mv¢et the first herd bound for Kansas, and they 
will turn the cattle back or prevent their en- 
trance into the neutral strip. The Southern 
Texas men are.very angry over the matter, 
pronounce the scare without reason, and say 
their cattle are healthy and that they will 
fight before their rights shal! be 
subyerted. They are determined to drive into 
Kansas and claim that Secretary Lamar has 
guaranteed them protection to go through, and 
has notified the Kansas men accordingly. Cool- 
headed cattlemen say there will be trouble and 
think the Government should call a hait on the 
trail until the question can be investigated and 
the true facts ascertained. 

In connection with the same matter advices 
come from Topeka, Kas., which say Gov. Mar- 
tin has received dispatches from the Sheriff of 
Finney County, in the southern part of the 
State, informing bim that 60,000 bead of Texas 
cattle are now gathered south of the State 
line in charge of 200 armed men. 
and that an effort will be made 
to drive through. The Sheriff 
aske for instructions and Gov. Martin has teie- 
graphed him that the State Live-Stock Sanitary 
Commission has been ordered to Gordon City 
and instructing him to con er with them. If 
the cattiemen persist in attempting to drive 
their herds into and through Kansas it is as- 
serted that resistance will be made and trouble 
and perhaps bioodshed ensue.

REDUCTION OF RAILROAD TONNAGE.’ . 
Some suggestive statistics regarding traffic move- 
ments by the trunk lines are presented in the cur- 


rent number of the Railroad Gasette. Allowing a : 


reasonable estimate for the Lackawanna and the 
West Shore Roads, which have made no detailed 
reports, the movement of all freights except live 
stock and dressed beef from the western termini 
of the eastern trunk lines destined for New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, reached 8 


| total of 7,484. 286 tons in 1880, rose to 8,258,834 in 


1881, and then sunk suddenly to 6,487,677 in 1882, 


from which it fell still lower in the next two years, 
the aggregate fur 1884 being only 4,680,680 tons. 
Beven-tenths Of this failmg-off was in the two 
great staples of flour and provisions, and the de- 
crease was, Of course, chiefly due to the dimin- 
ished demand for export: This is demon- 
strated by a comparison of the shipments 
from the same Western points to Eastern destina- 
tions outside the seaboard cities, and therefore ex- 
clusively tor home consumption, which have in- 
creased from 3,060.062 tons in 1880 to 4,225,808 in 
1884. The west-bound movement of freight is a 
better index to the business condition of the coun- 
try. since the prosperity of the community is 
measured by its ability to purchase goods, and 
more than five-sixths of the imports are made at 
these four seaboard cities, There was a steady 
and enormous growth of this traffic from 1878 to 
1882, the yearly total rising in this period from 
1,288,225 to 2,405,460 tons, but it has fallen off large- 
ly in the last two years, reaching only 1,922,- 
192 tons in 18384, although two more roads were 
competing for the business in the latter year. The 
showing as a whole is not one which stockholders 
in any of the trunk lines can contemplate with 
much satisfaction. — Er. 


A NEW RAILROAD SHORT LINB. 


A new railroad is proposed, and it is urged in its 
bebalf that it will create a line shorter by 100 
miles than any Other now in existence from an in- 
terior city to theseaboard.’’ The name and locality 
of this enterprise are not mentioned, because it is 
not the purpose to disparage the enterprise in the 
minds of any who may be disposed to put money 
into it. Separately considered, it may have ample 
merit. Butthe broader question arises whether 
additional lines are anywhere needed from an inte- 


rior city to the seaboard. More lines already exist 


than the traffic can possibly support, and some of 
them are bankrupt even now, while others have 
continued the payment of dividends by increasing 
their debts. The building of a new line will no 
doubdt be beneficial to some people; it will help the 
trade of some localities, but mainly by diverting 
trade from other places; it will give new oppor- 
tunity for some people to piace securities upon the 
market and to make money by manipulation, and it 
will offer fine chances for administrative skill in 
construction rings and in the assignment of con- 
tracts. But it may be doubted whether there is any 
part of the country in which a new road from the 
interior to the seaboard can be said to be justified 
by the present volume of traffic or the present pros- 
pects of business.—New York Tribune. 


INDIANAPOLIS CAR MOVEMENTS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 21.—[Special.]—The 
train records for the week ending June 20 show 
that there were received and forwarded at India- 
napolis 13,436 loaded cars. The faet is that there 
is a fair average tonnage moving for June, and 
were rates at a figure which yieided any compensa- 
tion above actual cost of hauling the prop- 
erty there wovid be less room for com- 
plaint of meagre earnings. While there is 
no marked improvement, east-bound, in tonnage 
of grain going forward, there has been an increased 
movement of lumber, wool, tobacco, and live stock. 
The west-bound shipments were the lightest last 
week of any week for years. It is thought, how- 
ever, that the recent large auction sales of dry 
goods in New York will increase west-bound 
traffic somewhat, but no general improvement 
will set in until the latter 
Business of north and south roads, especially 
north-bound, dropped off last week. The Air-Line 
had a little spurt of lumber shipments, which 
helved them out, but the shipments of lumber and 
provisions are remarkably light for June. Local 
traffic is spasmodic in volume. Passenger-men 
state that the travel of the last week has been the 
heaviest of any seven days this season. Both 
through and local show a decided improvement. 


A RECEIVER'S RESIGNATION. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 20.—[Special.]—Mr. 
James M. Quigley of New York, representing the 
bondholders of the Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis 
narrow-gauge road, filed a petition in the Federal 
Court asking that W. J. Craig, the receiver, be re- 
moved, as his management of the trust was un- 
satisfactory to the petitioners. Upon hearing of 
this action Mr. Craig immediately appeared before 
Judge Woods and offered his resignation as ro- 
ceiver, and the matter was taken under coasidera- 
tion. It is understood that Mr. Craig has been 
anxious for the bondholders to take charge of the 
road, which has been running in debt at the rate of 
about $3,000 a month, but they have found it difi- 
cultto agree upon a proper person to succeed 
him.

Richards, captain of the foot-ball team, who 
won glory for his slogging and for the wounds 
he got in the New York game last Thanksgiv- 
ing-Day, wins an unexpectedly high place, 
standing sixth in the class of 123. But other 
athletes do not make so good a showing. C. B.

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Dr. Thomas Argues that Life Is but the 
Stepping-Stone to Immor- 
tality. 

The Rev, Thomas E Green Speaks of Evo- 
lution—Interestine Oeremony at 
St. John’s. 


Prof. Swing spoke from the text in the Book 
of Samuel which describes Saul as higher than 
the other people from his shoulders and up- 
ward, Though physical perfection, he said, 
was entitled to respect, the day of its su- 
premacy was past. No one at the present day 
would be thrilled by the spectacie of a Saul or 
a Goliath with his bead towering above the 
crowds of men. The question would be, What 


is in the head? for the tyranny of physical 


prowess has yielded to the sceptre of intel- 
lectual greatness. Nobody asks how tall Victor 
Hugo was, and few men know that Daniei 
Webster was short of stature. David was re- 
nowned of old for his victory over the 
Philistine, but now we prise the 
psalms of the Hebrew poet above 
his shepherd’s siing. The Greek athlete 
would not command respect in this new era of 
thought, when we know that all things are idle 
save intelligence and thought. The body is 
only the vehicle and servant of the mind. 
Prize-fighters and prize-voxers are not splen- 
did human beings,”’ but depraved human ani- 
mais, and we mighttake a thousand of the 
prize-tigbters and sporting men together with- 
out producing a single sound mind. Our pby- 
sical existence should be unconscious. A 
sickly body is the exile of the soul. The be- 
loved Gen. Grant feels keenly this exile, and 
much would he give to bave again his strong 
and vigorous body, not for tne sake of physical 
enjoyment, but that he might own once more 
the thousand-stringed barp without which the 
soul is bushed of all its melodies. 

There are three giants that we are waiting 
for today—the giants of intellect, of morals, 
and of money: but the giants we want are not 
those who tower aloft for themselves alone, 
but those who—like St, Christopher, who was 
represented in Christian art as of gigantic 
stature because he had borne upon his sbon!- 
ders the child Jesus—are made great by the 
burdens they bear. How we are carried to and 
fro by the giants! If we crave great thoughts 
we open a volume where the giants bave re- 
corded their mighty memories that init and 
bear us like leaves upon a rushingstream. We 
have music within us, but who can awake it 
save Beethoven or some other giant whose 
soul was touched with immortal barmonies? 
These men are made great by the burdens 
of the millions of hearts they bear. The men 
of immense fortunes can be great only in the 
same way. The millionaire is a pigmy until he 
has deposited his gold in the temple of the 
spirit. Are there not millions of oppressed 
hearts and lives for the rich to lift up and 
bear? Many, perbaps, are indolent and idle. 
But how many young chiidren there are to 
whom a pittance from the rich man's hoard 
would open the everlasting doors of hope. The 
indolent vagabond is to some a scorn and jest, 
but who will not lament that there is no way 
to rescue the good andthe innocent? We turn 
our eyes again to the giants of intellect, of 
morals, and of wealth, but they will be invisible 
to us until they take upon their shoulders the 
burden of humanity. . 

DR. THOMAS. 

“Tt doth not yet appear what we shall be, 
was the text of Dr. Thomas’ discourse on 
Evolution at the People's Church yesterday. 

While conceding the fundamental claims of 
the evolutionists Dr. Thomas argued that the 
immortality of man and the existence of an 
Omnipotent Creator were a necessary part, or 
at least a logical outcome, of the evolution 
tneory. In matter, be said, has been discov- 
ered all the promise and potency of life. 
Matter has been untoided until from inert clay 
it bas developed not only life, but thought and 
reason, ant a moral law, and eternal principles 
of right and wrong. Shall evolution end here? 
Shall man be dropped at this point? Not 
shall the body of man be dropped—we might as 
well speak of a man dropping his boots! But 
shall man as a moral being, gifted with 


reason, thought, mind, soul, intellectual pow- 


er, be taken as the final and ultimate out- 
come of evolution. Man has risen from the 
rule of passion—barbarism—to the rule of 
moral principie—civilization. Reason asks, 
Where is the end? The time will come when 
wars shall cease, because love shall reign tri- 
umpbant; when sin, and poverty, and crime, 
and ignorance shall have departed. But is that 
all? Shall man be man forever, with the num- 
ber of his days written in his bones? No. Evy- 
olution has plabed his feet on a path which is 
endless. There is no stopping-place. Immor- 
tality—triumph over death—is necessarily in 
the line of progress. 

Hugo is dead—Grant is dying. Is this all ey- 
olution can do—make a Grant and a Hugo and 
have at the end but a handtul ofashes! Hugo, 
the papers say, was buried a week or two ago. 
No, it was not Hugo that was buried. There 1s 
no grave on earth big enough to bury Hugo. 
You might as well try to bury Mount Vesuvi- 
us. There is an actual immortality. There is 
no grave for reason, for thought, for soul. 
Such men can say: Death, I am too strong for 
you; you can take my body, but not my soul. 
The thinkers live. The patriots live. The poets 
live. Our fathers and mothers live. There 
is no death—life cannot die. 

Dr. Thomas argued that the line of study 
and investigation must always be from the 
known to the unknown. It is known that the 
worid is, the universe is, life is, the evolution 
of life from lower to bigher forms is, man is, 
eternal principles are. When you acknowl- 
edge all that is you accept all the Christian 
asks.iora God. Atheism takes reason to dis- 
prove God. This is trying to reason Reason out 
of existence. Reason is God. Reason is that 
part of God which a man hath within himself. 
God is the mind, the soul of the universe. God 
is unsearcbable, not unknowable. 

Evolution, Dr. Thomas argued, finds man 
here, giited with moral attributes; it cannot 
drop him here. A necessary outcome of the 
theory is that the present life is a stepping- 
stone to immortality; that the physical body of 
man is bur the dross that clothes his immortal 
spirit; that evolution cannot drop man at any 
point, but must carry him onward and upward 
in the realms of immortality far outside the 
range of human conception. 


GREEN ON EVOLUTION. 


„ Evolution” was the theme ot the Rev. 
Thomas E. Green’s sermon at the Eighth Pres- 
byterian Church last night. He said: 


Strictly speaking, evolution means in its scien- 
tific use the theory of germs: That ali things have 
evolved or grown out of an original atom, or 
germina) speck—baving in it the potentiality of 
growth and life. In regard to the individeal living 
thing, Prof. Huxley says, No exception is, at this 
time, known to the general law, established upon 
an immense multitude of direct observations, that 
every living thing is evolved from a particle of 
matterin which no trace of the distinctive charac- 
teristics of the adult form of that living thing is 
discernibie. This particie is termed a germ. In 
the definition of this theory, a germ is. mutter 
potentially alive, and having within itself the ten-

go all the analogy of reason—ilet go all this, and 
come to the simple question of existence. Where 
did that one germ come from? Who launched the 
first ripple of that single primordial force? To say 
it existed always is to perpetrate a reasoniess, 
senseless absurdity. To say it came by chance is 
to cut the throat of logic. Behold the last reduc- 
tion of evolutionary science! It has got the first 
atom, and that atom is a veritable “white ele- 
phant.“ It doesn’t know what todo with uu. It 
can’t get past it; it can’t account for it. 


A SOLEMN CEREMONY.

CRIMINAL LAW REFO RM ENEMIES. 


HISTORY OF THE CHANGE-OF-VENUE BILL’S 
DEFEAT. ee 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 91,—[Special. |— 
The bili amending the law in regard to 
changes of venue 1n criminal cases whicb was 
defeated in the Senate Thursday ‘was such a 
reasonable proposition, at least to the minds of 
everybody except lawyers engaged. in defend- 
ing criminals, that some ‘inquiry has 
arisen for the names of the Senators 
who are responsible for its rejection. The

proposed amendment. relates to petitions for 


changes of venue on the ground ot the alleged 
prejudice of the Judge against the prisoner. 
The affidavits which must be filed in support 
of the application need only state, 
as the  luw stands, that the 
parties making the same “believe” that the 
Judge is so prejudiced against the applicant 
that be cannot have a fair trial, The bill re- 
ferred to simply required the facts upon which 
such belief was based to be set forth in the 
affidavits, and gave-the Judge the right to re- 
fuse the application if he believed the facts 
not well founded. The exact phraseology of 
the amendment was as follows: 

Andin such affidavits 
facts upon which such belief is founded, and the 
Judge before whom said application is made may 
refuse such application and refuse to grant such 
change of venue if he shall believe said facts not 
well founded. 

There is something anomalous in a condition 
of things that defeats such a measure. The 
State in its prosecunons must take its chances 
as to the Judge being prejudiced in tavor 
of a prisoner. The people cannot remove 
a case to another court upon that 
ground. They must trust to the honesty of 
their judicial officers for the due administra- 
tion of justice. But the criminal can impeach 
the integrity of the Judge. He is the only 
member of society that has that privi- 
lege. It is secured to him by law, and 
when any effort is made to modify. it, even to 
the extent of requiring bim to say why he de- 
clares the Judge unfair and dishonest, his 
attorneys rise up and resent the in- 
quiry as a trespass upon civil liberty. 
His reasons for charging prejudice, like 
his knowledge of his crimes, he is permitted to 
keep to himself, and wisely enough, for iu the 
great majority of cases he has none to give. 
This must be so, otherwise where is the ob- 
jection to compelling him to state them ?

its individual beginning was a mere germ, made up 
ofa chemical compound, supposedly always the 
same, having in it the power of development. That 
this germ developed, growing more or less com- 
plex during the successive stages of its growth, un- 
til it attained its perfection, or adult form, is the 
theory of evolution. We are concerned with the 
single question, *“ Does evolution imperil the Gos- 
pel?’ does this theory, if it be true, in any way 
minimize the power of that statement of the Apos- 
tle as to the sole saving efficacy of the Christ? 

1. Even as a scientific problem this question of 
evolution is as yet only a theory. It deals with 
that most marvelous of things—the beginning of 
existence. And all earth, and air, and sea has no 
record of a beginning. There are only two things 
to solve the enigma. The one, the fact, that an 
eternal succession of changes is unthinkable, self- 
contradictory; the other, that every effect must

than Dr. Shipman to provide for the forsaken 
children of this city, but the present capacity 
and income of the Foundlings’ Home previudes 
it from caring for all the foundlings. Not only 
does the rapid growth of the city increase the 
number of such waifs, but as the knowledge 
of the existence of such a home becomes more 
and more widespread a greater number of 
th m are brought to our city. 

With the experience acquired by Dn Suip- 
man during the last fourteen years of the ex- 
istence of the bome there seems no better plan 
to care for those who cannot be received there 
than to supply bim with means to carry on the 
work in a greatly enlarged manner. This 
would be a tax on the State or county bearing 
it, but it would lead to greater vigilance on the 
part of the police in preventing abandonments 
and of the law department in making 
fathers care for their progeny. Should such 
measures be decided upon here, Dr. Shipman 
could be applied toand asked on what terms 
he would be willing to care för those over and 
above the number for whom ‘he can ordinarily 
make provision—viz.: sixty infants. This 
matter of caring properly for the foundiings 
should be taken up by some of our large- 
hearted citizens, and an endowment fund for 
the present home be provided. One of the 
most generous supporters of the Foundlings’ 
Home has given me his promise that be will be 
one of four to start an endowment fund of 
$10,000 for the home. Let us have three more 
such liberal-minded citizens come and
